When one is 
busily occupied you feel as if you 
•were' being plunge'd from daylight in- 
to darkness. • The sensation is very 
peculiar, surprise and almosc indig- 
nation at ,the rudeness of night.

gan to Increase in force' about five 
o'clock in the 
afternoon and in an 


hour's time the sea 
was rolling in 


with treznendouo waves that washed 


heads to protect them from the cold 
blasts.

They were chilled to the 
bone.

northerners never thought of calling 
it chilly even.

_ The banana culture is rather inter- 
esting. 
The roots send up dozens of 


suckers, not more than three Are al- 
lowed to grow, the rest are cut off 
and if new trees are to he started 
these suckers are set out to become 
the future trees. Since a tree never 
bears but one 
bunch 
of fruit it is 


necessary to keep . these 
suckers 


growing. 
The entire life of the tree 


is scarcely a year. 
In six months 


after the sucker is set out the blos- 
soms appear followed in a week's 
time by well formed fruit. 
The stem 


grows as the fruit 
develops, putting 


forth fresh 
blossoms 
continuously 


until if reaches Us limit in growth. 
To see blossoms on the tip end of 
the stem and good sized fruit higher 
up, is odd, but real. 
It takes about 


three months for a bunch to gro.\v., 
It will take two or three weeks long- 
er for them

240 pounds.

It is 
only in the cases of those who have 
bcfoine famous that these' character 
building occasions nre recalled anil put 
to biographical use. 


In his early youth George Washing- 


ton was athletic, wi.th a decided pref- 
erence for rather violent outdoor oxer- 
cisoanil an equally pronounced distaste 
for mental occupation. Ho is reputed 
to have been far more serious iu his 
ilouionnor than is usual for boys of his 
«SO, but it' was not the seriousness 
which accompanies the studious tem- 
perament. 
It is not improbable that 


this unmistakable disinclination to be 
taught from books was due in a meas- 
ur,o to the crude methods of teaching 
which prevailed in the now part of 
'Virginia in which the Washingtons 
lived. 


During this formative stage, when the 


Iboy was restive and wholly out of sym- 
pathy with the conditions which sur- 
rounded 'him, 'an event occurred which 
•might have made of present day Amor- 
Scans loyal and contented subjects of 
Edward YIL 
.Lawrence Washington, 


George's half brother, was a- captain 
of Virginia troops, under Admiral Vcr- 
non, in tho expedition against Carta- 
gena. ' Lawrence was a'companionable 
man, genial and witty, although in 
jwretchcd health, and he became a 
favorite of the doughty admiral, whom 
ho in turn admired greatly, as was ev- 
idenced by tho fact that when he re- 
turned to his plantation on tho Po- 
tomac ho rochristened it Mount Vernon. 
To show his friendship for tho Virginia 
captain the admiral offered to obtain a 
raidshipman's commission for his young 
halt brother. Lawrence was very fond 


He ,wns appointed one of th 
six delegates sent from Virginia TO th 
first Continental congress. Immedintelj 
upon Iris arrival ho was chosen by tha 
body as commander in chief of the Con 
tincn'tal army.

claim Washington as its supreme hero

It had com 
to his curs with .unquestionable direct 
jiicss that a conspiracy was under waj 
itlie ultimate Rim of which was to re 
Imovo lihu from power and ovnrthro\ 
'the government. He knew that the 
rankest treachery had a firm abidiiu 
plapo in his own military household

of the youngster and proud of his phys- 
ical perfection, so in contrast with his 
.own feeble body. He was also an en- 
thusiastic admirer of tho royal navy, 
and ho advocated the acceptance of 
the commission with all tho energy he 
could command. George, too, entered 


, .Into tho project with the vehemence of 


youth. He declared that nothing could 
'have met his iuclination more exactly 
than tho opportunity to become au ad- 
miral. 


Mrs. Washington, however, saw no 


•merit whatever in tho commission. She 
•was of n markedly practical turn of 
niincl, and the exploits of deep sea 
•heroes did not appeal to hor. Though 
a mild mannered, woman, Mrs. Wash- 
ington was endowed with great firm- 
ness of character. 
Disregarding the 


persuasive eloquence of her stepson aud 
unmoved by tho rebellious tears of the 
future Father of HisCountry, she vetoed 
the proposition. In after years it was 
•one of Washington's most comforting 
memories that he had stifled, bis yearn- 
ings for tho sea life aud had accepted 
ihis mother's decision as final. 


A few years later, when Washington 


'had risen to the dignity of major of a 
.troop of Virginia militia, his invalid 
'half brother was again the .iudirc.ct 
.means of precipitating a crisis which 
came woefully near putting-an end to 
'his favorite's career. The disease with 
.-which the elder Washington was'af- 
flicted made such progress that he .was 
ordered by his physicians to seek a 
•more hospitable climate. 
Ho selected 


Barbados and insisted on it that George 
should be his companion in exile. The 
latter had entered upon the study of 
military tactics with great enthusiasm, 
'but gave up his commission willingly 
and went to tho West Indies witli the 
dying man. Lawrence was quickly 
carried off by the torrid July heat of 
Barbados, and before George could take 
ship for homo ho was stricken with 
smallpox in a virulent form. He 'hov- 
ered between life and death for four 
/weeks, but eventually recovered. 


At the outbreak of the Revolution 


(Washington was recognized as the 
'leading man in Virginia, and he was 
•undoubtedly the wealthiest subject in 
tho colonies. Self interest constrained 
•him to keep aloof from the various se- 
iditlonary enterprises which were prc- 
'limiuary to tho great final plunge, and 
he preserved a dignified silence as long 
as he could. Ho had tho.most profound 
respect for lawful authority and w:is 
averse to a resort to arms if it could 
he avoided iu any way. Notwithstand- 
ing his conservatism he was carried 
along by the rising tide u-'.til he found 
himself in the maddest- whirl of thji 


that some of his hitherto trusted son 
era Is were in the plot. Tho unfortunate 
summer .of 1777 gave strength to the 
schvuie to.put Gates iu Washington's 
place. •Geh'cral Gates' brilliant victory 
over Burgoyue at Saratoga and Wasli- 
fhgton's 
hardships iu Pennsylvania 


made the plot w:;ll nigh effective, but 
Washington's lofty indifference and 
tbe fortunate sequel to Valley Forgo 
brought reaction, and the conspiracy 
was ended. 


Once more at. least in the career of 


tbe groat soldier-president -was there 
occasion for the most transcendent pa- 
tience and good judgment. The bitter 
and long continued quarrel between 
Jefferson and Hamilton was the source 
of infinite disquietude to the president. 
He admired Ibotli men greatly aud 
could not make up bis miud to dis- 
peu'so.Tvit!) the services of either. T..he 
quarrel was of such a far reaching and 
implacable nature that it was liable 
at any moment to plunge the new gt>v 
ovnincmt into peril. No statesman wns 
ever before placed in a more .trying 
position. A word or a movement from 
him might have precipitate:! revolu- 
tion. Tho spirit of insubordination and 
tumult was in tue air. To have broken 
with cither of these antagonistic forces 
would have sprung the mine, and to 
p.voiil rupture- deai.'iiuled. U»' skill of 
the most clover diplomat. But Wash- 
ington withstood the trial. The delib- 
erately planner! insults of Jefferson's 
friends and .tho not too reserved per- 
son.'il cobiiT.enls of tho impulsive Ham- 
ilton were ::lilio prr.vcrius:; to destroy 
tlip exquisite dignity of his attitude.
